A REAL CALAMITY. 
Gpecial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Burra.oi N. X., Feb. 16.—Buffalo has suffered 
another great loss in the destruction of its most 
beautiful hotel, Pierce's Palace. The story of 
the great calamity, for such it is, can be told so 
far as known in comparatively a few words. 
In fact, there seems nothing much 
to tell, except the bare and appall- 
ing fact that the beautiful building is 
inruins. Shortly before 2 o'clock this after- 
noon some persons in the vicinity discovered 
smoke issuing from the tall tower of the hotel, 
above the sixth story. No time was lost la giv- 
ing an alarm inside the building, and, those in 
charge, rushing to the sixth story, dis- 
covered fire in baggage-room, off 
the main elevator, in the top story 
and close by the tower or cupola. No time was 
to be lost, as 

THE FIRE APPEARED DANGEROUS, 
though not very extensive. Every effort was 
made to extinguish it with the admirable fire 
apparatus in the house, but without avail, 
and in less time than it takes to 
record the fact the fire had assumed proportions 
which rendered alarm necessary. The first 
alarm was sounded at 1:50, the second alarm 
came ten minutes later, and the general alarm 
was struck at 2:10. A section of the department 
lost no time in answering the first alarm, and 
the other alarms were also responded 
to with all possible promptness. But the efforts 
of twenty the number of firemen would have 
been fruitiess. The grand building was doomed. 
As soon as the alarm rang through the spacious 
stories and corridors and the danger was real- 
“ized, occupants of the hotel, guests, serv- 
ants, and all others, : 

MADE GOOD THEIR ESCAPE. 

There was, of. course, great confusion, but 
everybody got out in safety, and no lives 
w lost. Seryants and guests succeeded 

ving some of their effects, and in 
this work they were aided bya lavwe force of 
police under Superintendent Wolfe, and citizens 
gathered, and all lent willing hands, working 
hard, and considerable property was thus saved, 
including . silverware, baggage, personal, 
goods, etc. The books and papers of 
the hotel were also saved, and most 
of the property was placed temporarily in the 
Academy ot the Holy Angels, where some of 
the guests also took refuge. A vast crowd 
gathered, which was kept in check by the po- 
lice. The flames 

SPREAD WITH FEARFUL RAPIDITY, 
working their way downwards, and eating into 
the brick and stone work of the interior asif it 
was mere lightwood. Mithin half an hour from 
discovery it was apparent that the entire building 
would be destroyed. The firemen turned their 
attention to saving surrounding property, and 
streams were put on all frame buildings in the 
vicinity; also on the Holy Angels Academy, the 
roof of which once took fire. The wind blew 
stifiy and fanned the flames, which roared and 
swept through the great structure with an awful 
noise. The upper portions ot the tower feil in 
at about a quarter past 2, and not many minutes 
later the roof fell down. Thon the flames had 
full sway, and burst out with vengeance, soon 
reaching the firststory. In the spread of the 
fire 
FREQUENT LOUD EXPLOSIONS WERE HEARD, 
probably caused by the cracking or bursting of 
the stone and marble work & the interior. 
There were also many deafening crashes as por- 
tions of the walls, chimug@ys, eto. fell 
into the roaring furnace of the in- 
terion By 3 o'clock tle fire had 
attacked the new infirmary portion of the es- 
tablishment in the hotel proper, which was 
also evidently doomed. The inmates had all 
been removed. Some of the guests at 
the hotel had their effects in- 
sured, but the majority lost nearly 
all they had. Mrs. O. H. G. Nolthn, after escap- 
ing, gave the key to her room to Detective Mar- 
tin Morin, who happened to be an the ground. 
He forced his way to Mrs. Nolton’ room and 
saved a chest of silver and somj wearing ap- 
parel. Everything else, inciudig some 

VALUABLE OLL PAIN{LNGS, 
was burned. All was insured, however. Mrs. 
James Adams with her two daughters saved a 
chest ot silver and a valuable shawl. All the 
rest of their property, including two gold 
watches and considerable jewelry, was lost. No 
insurance. Mrs. Nathaniel Brown, in her flight, 
caught up two pieces of bronze, and saved them, 
but lost her jewelry and personal effects. They 
were fully insured. Mr. and Mrs Henry 
lost everything. No insurance. Mrs. Sm — 
and son, who resided at the hofel, lost every- 
thing. No insurance. A fireman named Will 
iam Tanner was : 
SEVERELY INJURED BY A FALLING WALL. 
He was carried toa house near by and attended 
by a doctor. 

The most remarkable thing about the fire was 
the rapidity with which it swept through the 
magnificent ple. Smoke was seen comme 
out of the tower for a long while before the 
alarm was sounded, and then flames burst 
forth in great angry sheets, that rushed up the 
cupola and licked the flagstaff. Then it seemed 
to shoot down like the angry forks of a ser- 
pent’s tongue. Of a sudden, the upper-fioor 
windows were lit up by a beautiful giare, and 
shot out afterwards in the form of 

BLAZES FROM A BOILING CALDRON. 
Then it advanced. downward and seized the up- 
per portico frames, and ran from window to 


the world. Asa hotel it was, in its interior ar- 
rangements, in many respects conceeded to be 
equalif not superior to any other hotel in the 
United States. The basement was arranged 
with consummate convenience for the treat- 
ment of patients, and the other busi- 
ness of the institution, such as the 
sanitarium, containing consultation rooms, 
dispensary, etc,, and an incomparably fiue sys- 
tem of bath- paved and wainscoted with 
Minton tile of glossy finish, and the walis of 
some of them formed of slabs of polished mar- 
bie. The systems of ventilation and heating 
were the best possible to be obtained. 

THE GRAND VESTIBULE, 
splendidly-appointed office, pubiic dining- 
rooms, igdics’ and gentlemen's pariors, reading 
and sewing rooms, etc., were on the firet floor. 
Five floors above were finished in rooms, single 
and en suite, for guests. Thougbout the hotel 
was finished in light woods, with moldings 
and other ornamentations in dark colors, the 
woods principally used being oak, ash, maple, 
mahogany,and cherry, The great dining-room, 
a magnificent apartment, was decorated in 
ebony. The corridors of the firat floor were 
paved with Minton tile, of which altogether 
there were over 6,000 séuperficial feet, 
and richly wrought with a wainscoting. The 
corridors, reception-rooms, and parlors were set 
with illustraged tiles, made to order, in colors to 
harmonize with the wood-work, and represent- 
ing 380 subjects,—Sbakspearean, Biblical, histor- 
teal, poetic, juvenile, hortieultural, ete, 

THE STAIRCASE, 
a very noticeable feature, rose through the 
centre of the buliding. it was of solid maple 
and cherry. The furniture was of unique pat- 
terns, especially desigued for the establishment, 
ali in tight wood, with contrasting decorations. 
The gas-fixtures, made from original designs, 
were of solid brass or bronze. The elevator 
manufactured in Boston, was a splendid work, 
and cost $9,000. Thirteen thousand yards of car- 
peting were originally laid. 
ALL OF WILTON AND BODY BRUSSELS, 

in thirty-three different patterns. At the rear, 
of the hotel were the engine house, laundry, 
and other adjunots.. Early last year Dr. Pierce 
decided to entirely separate the invalids and 
tourists, and, to accomplish that end, he had 
an extension built between the wings four 
stories high for the use of the former class. It 
was elegantiy decorated and furnished in har- 
mony with the general style of the institution. 

Thus stood the Palace Hotel yesterday fore- 
noon, proud and beautiful, the admiration alike

By its destraction the most attractive of all the 
buildings of Buffalo has disappeured, and our 
people will not only sympathize with Dr. Pierce 
for his misfortune, but each will 
feel that part of the loss is his or 
her own.

The night passed, however, in compara- 


tive quiet, and Friday dawned on a sleepless 


citvy,. awaiting in breathless expectancy it 
scarcely knew what, but foreseemg disaster 
from either side. The day was bright and 
cloudless, and was supposed to be passed by 
the respective armies in caring for their 
dead and wounded, the losses being heavy 
on either side, but it being impossible yet to 
estimate them with any degree of accuracy. 
On Saturday, the 18th inst., a committee of 
the Diplomatic Corps went to Gen. Baque- 
dayo, Commander-in-Chief of the Chilian 
forces, asking that he give guarantees for 
the stcurity of foreign life and property in 
case the city were captured, and also as 
that a truce be granted to enable them to 
present his terms to President Pierola. They 
returned, having partly accomplished their 
mission, and then the Ministers of the United 


States, France, Germany, England, Italy, 


Spain, Salvador, and the British and French 
Admirals, with the Captains of some of the 
men-of-war, went together to Mr. Pierola’s 
headquarters at Miraflores to lay before 
him the terms offered by Gen. Baquedano, 
and to take back his answer to the Chilian 
headquarters at Chorililos. A truce had been 
arranged, and Gen. Baquedano had not only 
promised not to open fire until midnight, 
but had given orders that any man in his 
lines opening fire should be shot down. 

" HIS I HAVE FROM His OWN LIPs. 

He had reserved the right to alter the po- 
sition of some of his artillery, and had done 
this to his satisfaction, and was coolly 
riding back towards his own lines, confident 
in the sacredness of an armistice and in the 
good faith of those who had allowed the 
Diplomatic Corps to come to him in the in- 
terests of peace. This was at 2:20 p. m. 
The Diplomatic body had arrived at Mira- 
flores, passed through the lines on 
the extreme Peruvian Naht, and reached 
Mr. Pierola’s headquarters at Schell’s house, 
where he was breakfasting. While waiting 
for him to finish to present to him the terms 
they had brought from Gen. Baquedano, and 
which, I am credibly informed, were honor- 
able propésitions such as Chili might offer 
and Peru accept without dishonor, the deep 


thunder.of a single gun from the Peruvian 


right was heard, followed after an interval 
of a few seconds by the long rolling sound 
of a thousand rifles, the crash of battery 
after battery of field-plecés, and the occa- 
sional pounding of heavier artillery. 

THE CHILIAN ARMY, TAKEN BY SURPRISE, 
faltered a moment, and then forming as 
steadily as if on parade advanced on the 
works at Miraflores. Theregulars wavered 
and fled, but the reserves held firm in their 
trenches and poured a withering fire into the 
ranks of the advaneing Chillans. Gen. 
Baquedano, who was but a few hundred 
yards in front of the works when the treach- 
erous fire was opened, had his horse wounded 
under him, but escaped injury. There 
was mounting in hot haste as the hail of 
lead pattered into Miraflores andthe Krupp 
shell plowed up the ground. The distin- 
guished party gathered in conclave at. Mr. 
Schell’s house scattered like chaff before the 
Wind. Some in their haste became involved 
in the maze of streets, and could find no out- 
let; others lost coat and hat in crawl- 
ing through crevices in adobe walls, 
and all had to wade knee deep 
through sundry water courses, with shot 
and shell screaming around and about them 
during the two hours necessary to find their 
way back to the outskirts of Lima on foot, 
wet, muddied, and bedraggled. The firing 
was, of course, heard in the Capital long be- 
fore, and soon the rumor flew that the Diplo- 
matic Corps had been fired on, the French 
Minister killed, the English mortally wound- 
ed, the United States and German badly hurt. 
I gave it little credit, having had some expe- 
rience in rumors lately, but when I srw a 
horseman approaching the Gérman Legation 
bearing the insensible form of the German 
Minister before him on the saddle, 1 must 
confess I was staggered. I went at once to 
the British Legation, and soon satisfied my- 
Self of the facts. The German Minister had 
fallen and hurt himself, but was other. ise 
uninjured, the others unhurt. Towards sun- 
set many officers arrived from the front, all 
stating that 

THE CHILIANS HAD BEEN DRIVEN BACK. 

A small extra was published stating the same 
news, but still 1 was incredulous. At half- 


past 6 1 saw and heard firing from the bat- | 


teries on the top of San Bartolomé, near the 
extreme left of the Peruvian line. I at once 
surmised that the reports hitherto received 
were suspicious, and the rapid filling of the 
streets with armed stragglers was only con- 
firmatory of the conjecture. At about 4 p. m. 
the next day, Sunday, the 16th, Capt. Astete, 
Prefect of Callao, arrived with some 1,200 or 
1,500 men and marched around the city,. try- 
ing to draw the stragglers into his 
ranks, with but partial success, for, 
by nightfall, they all abandoned him, 
and either straggled back to Callao, or wan- 

dered about the streets firing their rifles and 

adding to the general alarm and confusion. 
I tried to go to the Legation at 1 p. m., but 

the firing in the plaza was so heavy and con- 
tinuous that I thought my first duty was to 
those who had sought refuge under my flag, 

and Lat some risk succeeded in regaining 
my house, where I. of course, passed another 

sleepless night. 

„On Sunday, the 16th, the full truth became 
known. The Chilian troops had carried 
Miraflores andits defenses at the point of 
the bayonet. The army of Peru was dis 
banded, the Suprepe Chief had fied with a 
handful of followérs; the remnant of the 
“reserves” were told to goto their homes, 
and the victorious General was awaiting 
within a league of the city to know under 
what terms he could enter it. The Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, Don Pedro José Cal- 
deron, with the rest of the Cabinet, had fled, 
and there was no Government left save that 
ot Don Rafael Torrico, Alcalde of the city, 
and his jurisdiction extended no further than 
the gates of Lima, He knew, as did all of us, 
that tor the Chilian troops to enter then 
would be to risk the insane folly of some ig- 
norant straggler, who might bya shot in 
bravado draw down the destructive venge- 
ance of 10.000 men fresh from the fields of 
Tarapaca, Tacna, and Arica, upon the inno- 
cent Uity of Lima. The day drew slowly to 
its close, 

ANXIETY UPON EVERY FACE, 
and dread in every heart. It was known that 
hundreds of hungry soldiers were roaming 
about the streets without food or money, and, 
in the afternoon, sundry provision stores of 
Chinese in the low quarters had already been 
sacked by the mob. There was no police— 
no authority to whom to appeal. The for- 
eign guard had been violently disbauded, 
and had become so scattered that it would 
have been extremely difficult to get them to- 
gether for concerted action, and darkness 
settled over the Capita!, while every sense 
was oversty ained in expectation of some dire 
catastrophe, since the conquermg army

fact, throughout the entire city the devilish 
work went on, and, gathering boldness 
from impunity, the mob began dash- 
ing kerosene upon the doors of heavy 
houses, and endeavoring to imitate 
the Commune in all its horrors. 
Kt looked as though Lima were to become a 
second Moscow. The roar of the flames, the 
erack ot the rifles, the yells of the mob, 
formed a demoniac symphony whose 
deeper notes were the successive explosions 
of the forts and magazines of Callao, where 
Astete, before fleeing himself, fired the fleet 
and blew up the fortifications, and where 
sack and pillage were in full sway. 


“There was but one way to save the city. . 


The Foreign’ Guard turned out. Badly 
armed at first, but soon wresting arms and 
ammunition from the very rioters themselves 
they sternly bore down upon the rufflanly 
band, and, although themselves fired at from 
roof and window, attacked them vigorously 
at every point, and in a few hours routed 
them completely, leaving 
SCORES OF THE SCOUNDRELS 

dead in their tracks, and losing only half a 
dozen of their own men,—two Italians, one 
German, on Spanish, and two others, nation- 
alities unknown. ‘The fire companies turned 
out and arrested the flames at a moment 
when the whole centre of the city seemed as 
if it must go, and by 8 o’clock in the morning 
the streets were in peaceable possession of 
our patrols. Then came a lull, and the 
question suggested itself, What next?’ 
Two days had elapsed since the battle, and 
it could not be expected that the Chilians 
would wait forever in sight of the 
towers of Lima. A Peace Commis- 
sion, headed by the Alcalde, rode out 
to the Chillan camp, and, representing the 
state of affairs within the city, formally de- 
livered it over to Gen. Baquedano, request- 
ing him, however, not to enter until he had 
completely cleared the stréets of stragglers, 
which he hoped to accomplish inafew hours. 
At about 4 p. m. the sounds of martial music 
echoed through the streets leading from the 
Exposition, and a battalion of infantry and a 
squadron of cavalry slowly proceeded to the 
Palace in the most perfect order and silence. 
Not a cheer Was heard from the victors; 
not a sound from the vanquished. In fact, 
almost without exception, the crowd which 
lined the streets was composed df foreigners, 
who, after the experiences of the past few 
days, internally welcomed the army as de- 
iverers. Foreign guards had been sent to 
take charge of the San Cristobal battery, ar- 
tillery barracks, etc., and they quietly handed 
them over to their new owners, and as quietly 
returned to their homes; sleeping, however,— 
those who did sleep,—on their arms. But the 
lesson of the night had not been lost on 

THE BANDIT ELEMENT OF THE POPULATION, 
and not a single disturbance occurred to mar 
the tranquillity of the city. Anxiety even 
was vanquished by fatigue, and many who 
for three nights had not closed their eyes 
sought their pillows with asense of safety 
and relief: Meanwhile, thousands, princi- 


‘pally women and children, had flown from 


Lima to Ancon, preferring any priva- 
tions to the reign of terror that 
threatened Lima, and that port, itseif 
partially destroyed by the recent bombard- 
ment, was filled with fugitives, giost ot them 
without bedding, food, or money. The for- 
eign fleet lying at anchor there behaved no- 
bly. They landed a heavy force of sailors 
and marines, established a cordon around the 
town to disarm and warn off all stragglers, 
opened their stores of provisions, and gave 
freely to all in need; sent sails and bedding 
as they could spare, and by every means in 
their power comforted and reassured the ter- 
ror-stricken fugitives. Learning ot this state 
of affairs, Col. Vergara, Minister of War, ac- 
companied by Chief-Engineer Stuben and his 
aide, Maj. Tempel, went down in person to 
Ancon to assure them they might at once re-

Lima was in the hands of the victorious 
army and that of Peru totally dispersed or 
destroyed; but the grave question at once 
arose, With whom to treat as the Government 
of Peru, the ulterior stipulations of a treaty 
of peace which should enable either country 
to resume its peaceful labors interrupted by 
an exhausting struggie of two years’ Gura- 
tion? Mr. Pierola had been undoubtedly 
recognized by the people of Peru, as well as 


by foreign. Governments, as the Dictator of 


her destinies, and any treaty of peace made 
by any assemblage of men, however honora- 
ble their antecedents, might be repudiated 
by him and by the rest of the country; such 
was the opinion expressed by 
‘A JUNTA DE NOTABLES’ 

called together by Gen. Saavedon to delib- 
erate upon the situation, and such is the un- 
satisfactory condition of affairs to-day. Mr. 
Pierola, it appears, reached Chocas, some- 
where in the interior, east of Ancon, with a 
few faithful adherents, and from there is- 
sued a decree stating that the results of the 
recent battles had rendered it necessary for 
him to retire with the few forces left him: 
that this step had allowed the peaceable en- 
try of the Chilian army in Lima; that the 
necessity of maintaining the independence 
of the Government, as well as the exigencies 
of the military situation, did not allow the 
Government to have any fixed place of resi- 
dence; and that, therefore; the dispatch- 
ing of all branches of Government were 
merged into the hands of a Secretary-Gen- 
eral, and that the seat of Government was 
wherever the Secretary-General might hap- 
pen to be found. 

“On re@eiving the decision of the ‘Junta 
of Notables’ that they had no authority to 
treat while the Government of Mr. Pierola 
existed, Gen. Saavedna replied under date 
of the 2ist that, There not existing even de 
facto the dictatorial Government of Don 
Nicolas de Pierola, nor any other national 
authority in the territory of the Department 
of Lima, this district remains subject to the 
fullest rigor of martial law.“

Dustin, Feb. 16.—A deputation from the 


Land League submitted resolutions to Par- 
nell asking him to go to America. They re- 
ceived the following reply to read at the 
meeting of the Land Léague here to-day: 

Paris, Feb. 13.—To the Irish National Land 
League—GENTLEMEN: I have been honosed by 
the receipt of a resolution adopted at your meet- 
ing of the &th, requesting me to proceed at once 
to America, with the object of securing the 
sympathy of the American people and the co- 
operation of the Irish Nation there. After full 
and grave consideration of your resolution and 
the general situation, and after due consulta- 
tion with friends whose opinions are worthy of 
consideration, I have decided that it is my duty 
to remain in Ireland and in Parliament during 
the present crisis, and for reasons which I will 
shortly detail to you. 3 

OUR MOVEMENT IN AMERICA, 
although of great importanceand capable of im- 
mense development, depends entirely on the 
stand made in Ireland. If weare worthy of the 
occasion here, the American people and the 
lrish Na tion in America willgive us proportion- 
ate sympathy and practicalhelp. If the spirit 
and courage of our people at home be main- 
tained the resources of the whole - Irish race 
abroad will be at our disposal, while, if there is 
the slightest flinching or reaction in Ireland, it 
will produce disastrous results in America. Nor 
do Lagree with you that for the remainder of 
the session very little ig to be expected from 
partiamentary action.

The second and only other alternative appeared 
to be that we should steadfastly labor on, deep- 
ening the lines and widening the area of our 
agitation. appealing to the great masses of the 
population of England and Scotland, who are 
MUCH LESS BEPRESENTED 
in the House of Commons than the masses in 
Ireland,—appealing, I say, against territorialism 
and shopocracy which dominate Parliament, to 
the workingmen and agricuiturai laborers of 
Britain, who surely have no interest in the mis- 
government an¢ pergecution of Ireland. I have 
dismissed the first of these courses from consid- 
eration, but the second alternative presents to 
us many elements of hope in ultimate success. 
As I have said, Parliament is at present governed 
by the landlords, manufacturers, and shop- 
keepers of Great Britain. At election-times 
the springs are set in motion by the wire- pullers 
of the two political parties, and the masses of 
electors are driven to the polling-booths to 
register the decrees of some caucus with 
place and power, and not the good ot 
the people, as its object. Public opinion 
in England is also deliberately and systematical- 
ly perverted with regard to Ireland. But vigor- 
ous agitation in Eugland and Scotland would 
change all this. The near approach of house- 
hold suffrage in the counties is a practical 
certainty before the next general election. It 
willsound the doom of the English land sys- 
tem. The starting of Workingmen or Agricult- 
ural-Laborer candidates in every British con- 
stituency would soon bring the House of Com- 
mons and Kadicalism to its senses.

His Majesty says he hopes the 
workmen’s accident insurance bill will be 
welcomed by the Reichstag as a complement 
to the legislation against social democracy. 
In the same category is the bill to regulate 
the constitution of trade guilds by raising 
their economic capacity and social and moral 
efficiency. The speech announces that a bill 
for the biennial budgets will be again pre- 
sented for the consideration of the Reichstag. 

PRUSSIA. 

Bertin, Feb. 16.—The Lower House of the 
Landtag to-day rejected the motion of Herr 
Windthörst, Ultramontane leader, in favor 
of rescinding the regulations empowering the 
witholding of stipends of recalcitrant clergy- 
men.

Torexa, Kas., Feb. 16.—After a debate lasting 
two weeks, both Houses have passed what is 
known as the Iron-Clad Temperance bill to 
carry into effect the prohibitory amendment. 
The bill was contested section by section in the 
House to-day, and finally passed just as it came 
from the Senate. It becomesa law upon receiv- 
ing the Governor's signature. The vote was 103 
to 21. The bill makes it unlawful and pun- 
ishable. for any person to manufacture, 
sell, or barter any intoxicating nquor 
except for mechanical, scientific, or- me- 
dicinal purposes. To tell under the 
exceptions a druggist must obtain a permit 
from the Probate Judge running one year, for 
which he pays $5, accompanied by a certificate 
of good moral character from twelve reputabie 
citizens. Physicians are required to make a- 
dayit once a year before the Probate Judge 
that

when the health of a patient actually requires 
it, and for violation of these provisions ne is 
subjected to a fine of $100 for the 
first offense, and fine and imprisonment 
for subsequent offenses.

KILLED BY GUERILLAS. 
LONG CHASE OF THE PERPETRATORS OF THE 
MURDER. 

Col. F. 8. Van Zandt, of Colorado, arrived in 
Chicago yesterday morning en route to Newport, 
R. I., with the remains ot the late Maj. Potter, 
who was murdered in New Mexipo about the 
middie of last October by a band of Greaser 
gucrillas. Col. Van Zandt registered at the 
Palmer House, where he remained until 5 
o'clock, when be left for the East. Before his 
departure he was visited by a TRIBUNE reporter, 
ho asked for the romantic story of the mur- 
der and the long but successful chase after the 
perpetrators of the crime. Col. Van Zandt an- 
swered that he should net only bave to decline 
entering at all into details, but to decline most 
emphatically. The subject was a very painful 
one to him, the deceased having been his dearest 
friend from boyhood, and it had been made more 
so from the fact that all along his journey from 
New Mexico be had deen near- 
ly to death by interviewers and curious 
people generally. Thus far he bad positively 
rot u to answer even the slightest interrog- 
atories on the subject, and preferred to act ac- 


cordingly in this case, 
The story, in brief, is this: Maj. Petter, who 
was a young man of 3), mysteriousiy disap- 
ared while sojourning for a few weeks in New 
exico, and for a time ail efforts to disedver his 
whereabouts were unavailing. News of the 
strange affair reached Col. Van Zandt, who, of 
his own voluntary accord, at once started for 
New Mexico to unravel the mystery, if possibile. 
being incited purely by motives of the strongest. 
friendship. Arrived in New Mexico he st t- 
way set to work, in cohjunction with the United 
States authorities, at his seif-alioted task, and, 
alter weeks of the most assiduous and fatiguing 
search, learned that Maj. Potter bad been foully 
murdered by seven guerillas. Ultimately, too, 
the remains of the murdered man were found ina 
lonely mountain pass. These were carefully 
preserved, and then the chase after the mur- 
derers began. Five of them were captured and

Wheat was taken to Mil- 
waukee from the lowa Division of the IIIi- 
nois Central and the Rock Island ip large 
quantities. Witness met Link several times 
when he smelled very strongly of whisky. 
Witness was entirely opposed to State in- 
spection. The Board ot Trade have appoint- 
ed a committee to come to Springfield and 
seek the return ofthe inspection to the Board 
of Trade. Witness believed that if the pres- 
ent law were thoroughly executed no change 
would be asked for. Wright, be, and 
witness were on the committee. Witness 
had been a member of the Appeal Commit- 
tee, and was relieved of his position with the 
other members because of their decision on 
the inspection of some canal and river corn 
which did not suit Lyon and Baker, two 
large shippers. 

Redirect: The grain sold in Chicago last 
year by sample brought fully $1,000,000 more 
than it would nad it been inspected. Had 
the grain be nspected and not sold on its 
commercial meNts, the farmers would have 
lost just that amdunt. Last year the private 
inspection cost Chicago grain-receivers

CORRESPONDENCE. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Cuicaco, Feb. 16.—The Board of Trade 
Committee at Springfield, in making their 
“charges” against Commissioners Bogue 
and Sniith, before the Senate Committee, 
must be bara run for material, when they 
charge nonfeasance in employing a man who 
was Registrar in 1873, and who was dis- 
charged by the Commissioners for fraudu- 
lentiy registering spurious warehouse re- 
ceipts.” Admitting this charge to be true, it 
is rather “cheeky” at this late day, as it is a 
fact that the application of this ex-Registrar 
to the Commissioners for a vacant clerkship 
was indorsed by several leading members of 
the Board of Trade, among them six 
ex-Presidents, including George M. 
How, now one of the presenters. 
But the charge referred to is not true. 
I have a copy of the testimony taken at the 
time of the celebrated Hongh investigation 
in 1873, and have recently carefully reviewed 
it. The testimony shows that Hough pre- 
sented at the Registrar’s office warehouse 
receipts purporting to be for six boat-loads 
of corn for cancellation, as the law required 
then, and does now, and they were were duly 
cancelled. Hough expected to return these 
receipts on account of corn shipped out of 
elevator, but they were detected as spurious 
in due time, and were not used as a return,” 
and could not be used for any other purpose. 
A. M. Wright was Chairman of that Investi- 

ating Committee, and must know that, when 
he made the above charge to the Committee, 
it was false. Is it uncharitable, then, to say 
that his ambition for notoriety leads him to 
the verge of lying?

OPENING BUSINESS.

THE PHARMACY BILL. 

The Committee on Corporations recom- 
mended the following substitute for House 
bili 222,—otherwise known as the Pharmacy

bill: 
A Brit for an act to regulate the practice of 
phermacy in the State of THinois. 

SecTrion I. Be it enacted, etc., That it shall not 
be lawful for any person other than a registered 
pharmacist to retail, compound, or dispense 
drugs, medicines, or poisons, or to open or con- 
duct any pharmacy or store for retailing, com- 
pounding, or dispensing drugs, medicines, or 
poisons, unless such person shall be, or shall em- 
ploy and place in charge of said phamacy or 
store, a registered pharmacist, within the mean- 
ing of this act, except as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 2. Any person, in order to be registered 
within the meaning of this act, must be either a 
graduate in pharmacy, or shall, at the time this 
act take effect, be engaged in the business of a 
dispensing pharmacist, on his own account, in 
the State of Illinois, in the preparation of physi- 
cians’ presemptions, and in the vending and 
compounding of drugs, medicines, and poisons; 
or shall be a licentiate in pharmacy. 

Sec. 3. Graduates in pharmacy must be such 
persons as have had four years’ practical expe- 
rience in drug stores where the preseripuons of 
medical practitioners are compounded, and have 
obtained a satisfactory diploma or credentials 
of their attainments from a regularly incor- 
poreted college or school of pharmacy. 

Sec. 4. Licentiates in pharmacy must be such 
persons as have had two years’ practical expe- 
rience in drug stores W the presert 
of medical practitioners are compounded, and 
have passed a satisfactory examination before 
the State Board of Pharmacy bereinafter men- 
tioned. The said Board may grant certificates 
of registration, without further examination, to 
the licentiatesof such other Boards of Phar- 
macy as it may deem proper. 

Sec. 5. The Governor, with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, shall appoint five per- 
sons from among such competent pharmacists 
in the State as have bad ten years’ practical ex- 
perience in the dispensing of physicians’ 
prescriptions, who shail constitute the board of 
Pharmacy. The persons soappointed shall hold 
their offices for five years: Provided, That the 
term of office of the five first appointed shall be 
So arranged that the term of one shail expire on 
the th day of December of each year; and the 
vacancies so created as well as all vacancies 
otherwise occurring sball be led by the Gov- 
ernor, with the advice and consent of the Sen- 
ate. And providea also: That appointments 
made when the Senate is not in session may 
be confirmed at its next ensuing session. 
The IIlinois Pharmaceutical Association shall 
annually report directly to the Governor, recom- 
mending, the tirst year, the names of at least 
ten persons, whom said Association shall deem 
best qualified to serve as members of the Board 
of Pharmacy, and the names of at least three 
persons cach year thereafter to fill any vacan- 
cies which shall occur in said Board. 

Sec. 6. The said Board shall, within thirty 
days after its appointment, meet and organize 
by the election of a President and Secretary 
from its own members, who shall be etected for 
the term of one year and shall perform the 
duties prescribed by the Board. It shall be the 
duty of the Board to examime all applications 
for registration submittedin proper form; to 
grant certificates of registration to sich per- 
sons as may be entitled tothe same under the 
provisions of this act; to cause the prosecution 
of all persons violating its provisions; to report 
annually to the Governor and to the Lilinois 
Pharmaceutical Association upon the condition 
oftpharmacy in the State, whigh suid report shal! 
also furnish a record of the proceedings of the 
said Board for the year, and also the names of 
all pharmacists duly registered under this act; 
the Board shall hold meetings for the examina- 
tion of applicants for registration and the 
transaction of such other business as shall per- 
tain to its duties, at least once in three months: 
Provided, That said Board shall hold meetings 
once in every year in the City of Chicago and in 
the City of Springfield; and it shall give thirty 
days’ public notice of the timeand place of such 
meetings; sball have power to make by-laws 
for the proper fulfillment of its duties under 
this act, and shall keep a book of registration’ 
in which shall be entered the names and places 
of business ot all persons registered under this 
act, which book shall also specify such facts as 
said person shall elaim to justify their registra- 
tion. Three members of said d shail con- 
stitute a quorum. 

Sec. 7. Every person claiming the right of 
registration under this act, who shall, within 
sixty days after this act shall take effect, ror- 
ward to the Board of Pharmacy satisfactory 
proof, supported by his affidavit, that he was 
engaged in the business of a dispensing phar- 
macist on his own account in this State, at the 
time this act takes effect, as provided in Sec. 
2, shall, upon the payment of the fee herein- 
after mentioned, be granted a certificate of 
registration: Provided, Thatin case of failure or 
negleetto register as herein provided, then such 
person shail, in order to be registered, comply 
with the requirements provided for registration 
as a graduate in pharmacy or a licentiate in 
pharmacy within the meaning of this act. 

Sec. 8. Any assistant or clerk in pharmacy, 
not less than 18 years of age, who, at the time 
this act takes effect, shall have been employed 
or engaged two years or more in drug-stores 
where the prescriptions of medical practitioners 
are compounded, and shail furnish satisfactory 
evidence to that effect to the State Board of 
Pharmacy, shall, upon making application for 
registration, and upon the payment to the 
retary of the said Board of a fee of one dollar 
within sixty days after this act takes effect, be 
entitied to a certificate as a “registered assist- 
ant.“ which said certificate shall entitle him to 
continue in such duties as clerk or assistant.

Sec. li. No — shall add to or remove from 
any drug, medicine, chemical, or pharmaceutical 
preparation any ingredient or material for the 
purdose of aduiteration or substitution, or 
which shali deteriorate the quality, commercial 
value, or medicinal effect, or which shali alter 
the nature or composition of such drug. medi- 
cine, chemical, or pharmaceutical preparaudon 
so that it will not correspond to the recognized 
tests of identity or purity. 

Any person who shall willfully adulterate or 
alter, Or cause to be adulterated or altered, or 
Shall sell or offer for sale any such adulterated 
or altered drug, medicine, chemical, or phar- 
maceutical preparation, or any person who shall 
substitute or cause to be substituted one ma- 
terial for another, with the intention to defraud 
or deceive the purchaser, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and be liabie to prosecution 
under this act. If convicted he shall be liable 
to all the costs of the action and all expenses in- 
curred by the Board ot Pharmacy in connection 
therewith, and for the first offense be liable toa 
fine of not less than $50 nor more than $100; 
and. for each subsequent offense a fine of not 
less than $75 nor more than 8150. 

On complaint being entered the Board of 
Pharmacy is hereby empowered to employ an 
analyst or chemical expert, whose duty it shall 
be to cxamine into the so-claimed adulteration, 
substitution, or alteration, and report upon the 
resuit of his investigation; and if said report 
justify such action, the Board shail duly cause 
the prosecution of the offender, as provided in 
this law. 

Sec. 14. No person shall sell at retail any 
poisons, commonly rocognized as such, and es- 
pecailiy aconite, arsenic, balladonna, biniodide of 
mercury, carbolic acid, chioral hydrate, chioro- 
form, conium, corrosive sublimate, creosote, 
croton oil, cyanide of potassium, digitalis, hy- 
drocyanic acid, laudanum, morphine, nux vomi- 
ca, oll of bitter almonds, opium, oxalic acid,

tained shall apply to the dispensing of physi- 
cians’ prescriptions. Any person failing tocom- 
ply with the requirements of this section shall 

% liable toa penalty of 85 for each and every 
such offense. 

Sec. lb. Pharmacists registered as herein pro- 
vided shall have the right to keep and seil, un- 
der such restrictions as are herein provided, all 
drugs, medicines, and poisons authorized by the 
Pharmacopceia and Dispensatory of the United 
States or other countries as of recoénized medic- 
inal utility; provided, that nothing herein con- 
tained shail construed to exempt any regis- 
tered pharmacist, who shall retail, sell, or give 
away any spirituous, or vinous, or malt liquors 
for other than solely medicinal pu from 
the penalties provided for violation of the act 
entitled “An act to provide for the licensing 
of and against the evils arising from the sule of 
lntpxtoating liquors,”” approved March 30, 1874; 
and in addition thereto his certificate of regis- 
tration may be revoked; but be shall not be 
liable inacivilor criminal action when such 
sale or gift is made in good faith for the actual 
necessities of medicine to any person not a 
minor or one in the babit of wetting intoxicated 
upon the subscribed representation of the pur- 
chaser or recipient that itis to be used solely 
for medicinal purposes. 

Sec. 16. All suits for the recovery of the sev- 
eral penalties prescrived in this act shall be 
prosecuted in the name of the “ People of the 
State of Illinois in any court having jurisdic- 
tion; and it shall be the duty of 
the State's Attorney of »the dis- 
trict where such offense is committed 
to prosecute all persons violating the provisions 
of this act upon proper complaint being made. 
All penalties collected under the provisions of 
this act shall inure’ one-half to the Hoard of 
Pharmacy,and the remainder to the School 
Fund of the county in which the suit was 
prosecuted and judgement obtained. 

Sec. 17. Practicing pharmacists registered as 
herein provided shall be exempt from serving 
on juries in all courts.

PERSONAL-PROPERTY EXEMPTION. : 

The following bill, introduced by the Judi- 
ciary Committee, was given a second read- 
ing, and at once provoked asharp discussion: 
A Brit for an act to amend Secs. 1 and 2 of an 

act entitled “an act to exempt certain per- 

sonal property from attachment and sale on 
execution, and from distress for rent,” ap- 

proved May 24, 1874. 

SECTION I. Be it enacted, etc., That the follow- 
ing personal property, owned by the debtor, 
shail be exémpt from execution, writ of attach- 
ment, and distress for rent—viz. : 

Sec. I. The necessary wearing apparel, Hibles, 
school-pooxs, and family pictures of every per- 
son; and seecondiy, $100 worth of other property, 
to be selected by the debtor; and, in addition, 
where the debtor 1s the head of a family and re- 
side with the same in the State, $300 worth of 
other property, to be selected by the debtor. 

Seo. 2. Whenever any debtor, against whom 
any writ of attachment, execution, or distress- 
warrant hus been issued, desires to avail himself 
or herself of the benefits of this act, he or she 
shall make a schedule of all his or ber personal 
property of every kind and character, not bere- 
in specificaliy exempted, including money on 
hand or on deposit and debts ow to the 
debtor, and deliver the same to the officer huv- 
ing the execution, writ of attachment, or dis- 
tress warrant, which said schedule shall state 
the true cash value of each articie of property 
so scheduled, according to the best judgment 
and belief of the person so scheduling, shall 
be subscribed and sworn to by the debtor, and 
any property owned by the debtor and not in- 
eluded in said schedule shall not be ‘exempt; 
and therefore the officer having the execution, 
writ of attachmenf, or distress warrant shall 
notify the judgment creditor, or his agent or 
attorney, of such scheduling, and shall 
furnish him a copy of such schedule; and ssid 
judgment creditor shall bave the right to pay to 
said officer for said debtor the full amount of 
the exemption of other property, as provided in 
Sec. lof this act; and thereupon the officer hav- 
ing such execution, writ of attachment, or dis- 
tress- warrant, shall proceed at once to levy and 
sell said property as if the same were not ex- 
empt, or so much thereof as shall be sufficient to 
pay the exemption so ady tabother with

could fairly be uged by any one anxious to 
abolish the Appellate Court altogether, 

Rockwell, of Cook, thought the whole bifl 
might quite as well be dispensed with, and 
the Supreme Courts in the first place were 
not the sole repository of all wisdom. The 
present law did not discriminate against the 
poor man, while in reality the bill did, 
for the reason that it encourages litigation, 
and litigation was frequently an engine of 
oppression employed by the rich against the 
poor. Besides, the Supreme Court had now 
caught up with its business, while to throw 
the floodgates open once more and permit 
appeals in all cases would crowd its docket 
and put it back where it was before the Ap- 
pellate Court was established. 

Cowan and the ponderous Yancey, both 
from the State of Macoupin, played battle- 
dore and shuttlecock with the poor man for 
awhile, and Lom Mitchell sailed in to show 
why the bill should not pass.

TOPICS OF INTEREST. 
WHAT THE COMMITTEES ARE DOING. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 16.—The House 
Railroad Committees, by a majority which 
left plenty to spare, agreed tlis afternoon to 
recommend the passage of McWilliams’ sub- 
stitute for his original pool bill. The sub- 
stitute, as has been previously explained, is 
a much more hostile scheme even than the 
original, which was destitute oi any provis- 
ion to prevent one or two companies from 
receiving pay for agreeing not to take freight 
froma common point. A sharp fight is au- 
ticipated when the measure comes up in the 
House, but McWilliams swears the bill will 
go through right side up. 

The same Committee sat down on Keily’s 
bill to put the Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
missioners on short allowance, giving them 
$1,500 a year apiece, their clerk 8000, fixing 
office expenses at 8400, and saddling upon 
the Secretary of State and Attorney-(ieneral, 
whom Kelly apparently regards as 

MERE GENTLEMEN OF LEISURE, 
the burden of acting as ex-officio Commis- 
sioners. In the opinion of the Committee, 
the time hadn’t arrived for cheese-paring 
and an official diet of dried-apples and cold 
water. 

The Committee promptly killed McDon- 
ald’s comprehensive but insane scheme to 
regulate freight and passenger traffic by an 
iron-clad classificavon as ridiculous as it is 
unjust. 

The Pullman bill went over for two weeks, 
and ‘Tom Mitchell’s resolution instructing 
the Committee to report back seyen distinct 
and separate anti-railroad bills was post- 
poned for three weeks. f 

The House Committee on Judicial Depart- 
ment didn’t report on the Supreme Court 
consolidation matter to-day, though commit- 
tee reports were shoved in by the busheiful. 
The reason for this is said to be Wilbanks’ 
and Stratton’s common desire to stave the 
thing off and get all the time they can to 
make trades. They are both interested in 
having the Court run down to Mount 
Vernon occasionally and put up over 
night there, and are working tooth and

The pre- 
ferred 7 amounts to $1,010,000 and the com- 
mon to $2,272,000. The earnings of 1880 show an 
increase of 60 per cent over those of 1879. A 
further increase this year of 36 per cent would 
be needed to pay the fixed charges and about 6 
per cent on the preferred stock.

The changes in the dry-goods market were 
few and unimportant.

In 
the market for staple and fancy groceries con- 
tinued dullness is noted. The bad weather and 
the interruption to railroad traffic resulting 
from the late storms sufficiently account for the 
unusual duliness now characterizing the mar- 
ket. Rio coffees are Me lower than last week, 
but prices of other goods remain about steady. 
Ynere was a light call for domestic and foreign 
dried fruits and but slight change fn values. 
Prunes and raisins have recently advanced at 
the East and are firm here in consequence. 
Prices of fish remained unchanged. Canned 
goods were in fair request and were held with 
pronounced firmness. Nothing new was devel- 
oped in the butter and cheese market. Both of 
those staples were in good request and were 
firm. Oils were guiet, and excepting extra lard 
oil, which was Ic higher, prices were unchanged. 
Coal and pig-iron were quoted as before. 

The broom-corn market is quiet and steady at 
uncbanged rates.

The Adjourned Meeting of the Cleve- 
land Convention. 


Organizing to Resist Unjust Demands of 
the Seaman’s Union. 


The adjourned meeting of the General Con- 
vention of vessel-owners, lately in session at 
Cleveland, was held yesterday in the Coal Ex- 
change room at the Pacific Hotel. Mr. Jacob 
Johnson was appointed Chairman and Mr. Pen- 
nington, of Cleveland, Secretary. 

In the morning session a Committee on Cre- 
dentials was appointed to report after dinner, 
after which Capt. Egan. called and invited the 
delegates to visit the Board of Trade. 

The afternoon session was called at 2:36. The 
Credential Committee reported the following 
delegates present:

Several prominent local vessel-owners were 
present who were invited to take part in the 
proceedings of the Cenvention. 

In answer toa queston, the Chair explained 
that the Convention was called to consult in re- 
gard to the best methods for transacting busi- 
ness of common interest, and for discussing and 
providing

ANCES. 
Tue question of effecting an organization was 
taken up. 

Mr. Woif moved that a committee of seven be 
appointed on permanent organizauon. He 
thought a general association for the whole 
chain of lakes the best plan, letting the sub- 
| ordinate ones report to it. 

Mr. Pennington reaa from the News and Ma- 
rine Record of Cleveland the resolutions passed 
at Cleveland reiating to the encroachments of 
the Seaman's Union in regard to the labor ques- 
tion, and to the advisability of establishing ves- 
sel-owners’ shipping offices at the different 
| ports. He thought the Cleveland Convention 
favo an association at each port. 

Mr. Wolf thought everybody wanted a ship- 
ping office at each port. They did not seek to 
break up the Seaman's Union, as had been inti- 
mated in some quarters, but wanted an associa- 
tion of their own, 

Mr. Finney remarked that a shipping office 
was established here two years ago and run only 
about two mouths. The vessei Captains must 
support it if they would have it live 

Mr. Woif said Columbus salled twice, but suc- 
ceeded the third time in discovering America. 
A shipping office would exist with sufficient 
patronage, and it was well to try it again. A 
general association would aid the minor ones to 
| sustain it. 

Mr. Finney moved an amendment to have the 
Committee constituted of one from each dele- 
gation, to be selected by the delegation itself. 

Mr. Hefford thought the Committee should 
have power to form the constitution and by- 
laws. The organization should cover a broader 
field than Was proposed at Cleveland. The wages 
question, the tariff, the improvement of harbors 
and lakes, and matters of general! interest to the 
vessel-owners should be comprehended in the 
scope of the Association. 

A Cleveland delegate remarked that the con- 
vention held there tmteaded to cover the ques- 
tions vital to the interests of vessel-owners. 

Mr. Wolf said they did not begru the sailors 
afew dollars, but were annoyed by the latter 
detaining vessels which wanted to sail while 
there was a fair wind. 

Mr. Judson remarked that the new shipping 
office was also to provide new men, whom the 
Sailors’ Union now excluded. New men were 
wanted to learn the business, as the commerce 
of the lakes was constantly increasing. 

The amended motion was passed, and a com- 
mittee of one from each delegation appointed to 
draft a constitutian and by-laws with reference 
to forming a permanent organization. 

The committee retired, and subsequently Mr. 
Wolf reported that three of their number had 
been selected to draft the papers and would not 
be ready to report till 225 The Conven- 
tion adjourned till 7:30 p. m. 

The Committee appointed to draft articles of 
association and by-laws consisted of Capt. 
Thomas Wilson, of Cleveland; R. W. Hefford, of 
Buffalo; A. E. Sheppard, ot Erie; Danie) Lyon, 
of Oswego; W. H. Wolf. of Milwaukee; Thomas 
Hood, of Chicago; and S. B. Grummand, of De- 
troit. 


THE EVENING SESSION 


) was called at 7:30, when the Committee appoint- 
ed to draft a constitution signified they were 


* to report. 


— Mr. Sheppard moved that reporters be exclud- 
ed during the time occupied in adopting the con- 
stitution or articles of association and by-laws, 
which was carried after some discussion. 

The articles of assuciation were adopted later 
in the evening, and the meeting adjourned till 
10 o'clock to-day. 

The question of maintaining a central organ- 
ization with headquarters at Chicago, or of 
forming independent branches at each port, 
will, it is expected, come up to-day. 

In the abscence of Chicago representatives at 
Cleveland the Convention adjourned to meet 
here and complete its business. The leading 
object is to establish 


A SYSTEM OF SHIPPING OFFICES 


at lake ports, where Masters can secure sailors, 
and let the wages be reguiated by the supply 
and demand. The Seamen's Union, it is claimed, 
undertakes to set the price of labor, and decides 
that nobody but sailors belonging to the Union 
shail be employed; and also rules that inexpe- 
rienced men shall not be employed, which the 
vessel-owners consider detrimental to the inter- 
ests of the lake marine, which is constantly 
Gowns. and with it the demand for sailors. 

he establishment of a shipping office at each 
port, where men co ship without cost to 
themselves, if properly .patronized and pro- 
tected, would, the owners think, secure these 
objects. The aim, it is stated, is not to crush 
out the Union, but to guard vessel interests 
against its encroachments. Instances are men- 
tioned where vessels have been delayed in ports, 
after they were ready to clear, because Selon 
sailors bad undertaken to dictate wages, and 
force d crews of non-Union men to quit the ves- 
sels after they had been shipped and the vessels 
were already to sail. It is also proposed to look 
after other matters pertaining to vessel luter- 
ests.

A RAILROAD WAR. 

About Jan. 1 the Chicago & Western Indiana 
Railroad Company filed in the County Court a 
petition for the condemnation of a-strip of land 
twenty feet wide just north of Sixteenth street, 
and across the tracks of the St. Charles Air- 
Line Railroad, which is owned by tne Chicago & 
Northwestern, Illinois Central, Burlington & 
Quincy, and the Michigan Central Railroad Com- 
panies. The Chicago & Western Indiana had al- 
ready acquired the right of way over thirty feet, 
but this did not appear to satisfy them, hence 
the petition, which the parties interested an- 
swered yesterday by filing voluminous docu- 
ments in the same Court, and from which it 
would appear that a spirited fight is at band. 

The answer of the Chic & Northwestern, 
the Ithnois Central, and the Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy Railroad Companies tothe petition is 
both an answer and cross- petition. 

The respondents admit the corporate powers 
of the petitioner, but deny that the petitioner 
has located its line of road in accordance with 
its charter. and, after quoting the contract of 
March 14. 1880, by which the petitioner was to be 

ranted the right of way across the St. Charies 
Air. Line Railroad, occupying a thirty-foot strip 
at a point north of Sixteenth street, bold that 
the contract was never executed, because the 
Michigan Central Railroad Company refused to 
sign it. The respondents then go on, referring 
to the writ of injunction procured last fall by 
the petitioner to prevent its being interfered 
with in laying tracks, etc.. and the fact 
that it claims, by virtue of this 
injunction, to have acquired a right of 
way, which is claimed by the respondeuts as ex- 
hausting the power of the petitioner to condemn 
any larger space of ground than that set forth 
in the agreement—viz.: thirty feet. The re- 
spondents further deny that a stripof land 
twenty feet wide, described in the petition, is 
necessary fora part of the main right of way 
required by the petitioner in constructing and 
operating its maifi tracks thereon; and, further, 
that the petitioner has been unable to agree 
with the said corporations as to the compensa- 
tion te be paid for the property described in the 
petition, and say that no application has been 
made to them on the subject. It is further set 
forth that the land sought to be condemnad is 
the property of the respondents, or the St. 
Charles Air-Line Railroad, and that the granting 
of the petition would damage them to the extent 
of $100,000. They ask, in conclusion, that com- 
pensation may be fixed for the property sought 
to be taken, ete. 

The Michigan Central Company separately 
answers through its attorneys. The answer 
sets forth that the Chicago & Western Indiana 
Railroad Company has not located its lines of 
road over or across the land described, and which 
it therein and thereby seeks to condemn and 
appropriate, and that it has not appropriated 
the same for such right ot way or otherwise 
howsoever. It further answers that the peti- 
tioner has not at any time attempted to set- 
tle with the respendents for damages sustained, 
nor sought to obtain their consent to the appro- 
priation of the property, and proceeds to cite 
the negotiations between the petitioner and 
the Illinois Central and St. Charles Air- Line Rail- 
road Companies et al., to obtain a right of way 
over the tracks ofthe latter thirty feet wide, 
which the respondent had refused to be 
a party to, and avers that if the petition is 
granted fifty feet will have been obtained, while 
only thirty feet were asked. The injunction 
proceedings are next referred to, the injunction 
itseif being a rt of the document, and the 
fact that the e twenty feet were occupied 
by virtue of the dame is adverted to, and it is 
set up that, but for the practice of deception on 
the part of petitioner, the agreement giving the 
C. & W. I. thirty feet would never have been 
signed, etc., by the railroad authorities. The 
answer further avers that the strip ot land 
sought to be condemned is owned by the St. 
Charles Air-Line Railroad et al., and is valuable, 
and unnecessary for the use of the petitioner, 
and if the petition should be granted the re- 
spondent would be damaged to the extent of 
$60,000, for which judgment is asked.

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HINSDALEA—RMSTRONG. 


The Former Replies to the Charges 
Made Against Him. 


He Says that Armstrong Has Bled 
Him for Many Years, 


And, When He Refused to Pay Any 
More, Made This Attack upon 
Him. 


The Joint Committee on Buildings and Serv- 
ice met yesterday afternoon. The communica- 
tion from Mr. John M. Armstrong, in which he 
makes certain charges against the Hinsdale- 
Doyle Granit Company to the effect that it had 
been paid 840.000 for work not done, was tirst 
taken up. Ar. Hinsdale and Mr. Bontield were 
present as counsel for the Company. and wished 
to make statements to the Committee in its de- 
tense. In the absence of Mr. Armetrong, 
though, they were refused the privilege. Mr. 
Hinsdale said he was anxious for a thorough in- 
vestigation of the charges, and a special meet- 
ing wus called for this purpose for Friday after- 
noon at 2 o'clock. A communication was pre- 
sented from Mr. P. J. Sexton, who demanded au 
investigation of his work on the new Court- 
House, and it was ordered printed. Thomas 
O'Brien, the contractor for the plastering, sent 
in a bill for $700, un account. It was ordered 
paid, but it was agreed that he sbould have no 
more money until his work was completed. The 
bill of Thomas Neison, for glazing, was sent 
back to him, as the arcnitect did not feel satis- 
fied with his work. William Rayland, the en- 
gineer of the jail, who has been looking after 
the steam-heating in the new Court-House ata 
salary of $45 per month, was discharged, the 
Committee arriving at the conclusion that his 
work could be done by the new engineer of the 
building. 

After the Committee’ adjourned a reporter 
sought out Mr. Hinsdale to see what he had to 
say upon the subject. His first response was: 
* it is an attempt at blackmail. and pothingelse,”’ 
and then he went on to give the history 
of his connection with both Armstrong and 
the Court-House work. When he came to the 
cit y to live, be said, the building of the Court- 
House was being talked of, and ho was told that 
considerable granit would possibly be used in its 
construction. He was a stranger, and

among others, ang was taken in,” it having 
been impressed upon him that it would be use- 
less to attempt to do anything in the way of get- 
ting the contract alone. Armstrong was repre- 
sented as a man of intluence.“ who had been 
Egan's partner and knew all the Commissioners. 
So, after a brief acquaintance with bim. he was 
induced to enter into an agreement with him by 
which be (Armstrong) was to receive a commis- 
sion on any work that might be done under the 
agreement made. Soon after this the plans for 
the Court-House were published, and Architect 
Egan submitted to him a copy for an approxi- 
mate estimate for certain grauit work in con- 
nection with the building. e gave 
him figures, but before bids w asked 
the plans were revised, and again be figured. 
The contract was awarded him finally at bis bid 
of $149,000, but as the work progressed further 
changes were made by the architect, ic which 
about 810.000 worth of work wus deducted from 
what the plans called for, and about $30,000 
worth added. 

Armstrong.“ said Mr. Hinsdale, nad done 
nothing in the meantime, except to extort from 
me about $10,000. At the time of the Grand 
Jury investigation, he came to my office and 
threatened to go ‘before that body and make 
certain statements, which were not correct, and 
Ithen gave him 83.000. Finding that I would 
not bleed any further, be fell back upon the 
original agreement and brought suit for what he 
claimed was due under it, amounting to $40,000, 
1 continned to push the} work forward, and 
Armstrong continued to annoy me, but when 
the suit was called I met him and defeated him , 
though the case is stiil in the Courts.”

SMALL-POX.

When he bas the names, he will ap- 
peal to their employers, who, of course, will not 
allow their other men to be endangered, and teil 
the recaicitrant one to go home, if he is obsti- 
nate,

HOUSES FOR ARTISANS. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 14.—Having read with great 
interest the results of your investigations into 
the sanitary condition of certain babitations of 
the lowly, as related in some of your recent 
issues, would you kindly allow me to make a 
few observations in reference thereto in your 
ali- that-conduces-to-the-well-being-of-this-city 
medium? Any person interested in the welfare 
of the city cannot but appreciate your laudable 
efforts to bring about an eradication of the hot- 
beds of disease existing therein. That such 
originators (if I may use the term) of epidemics 
should be allowed to exist in our midst is (to use 
anextremely milky phrase) a disgrace crying 
aloud for a “ wiping out at the hands of—weil, 
Mayor Harrison. Now in London, Liverpool, 
and other large cities in England an ordinance 
exists which empowers the corporation to cause 
the demolition of those places of resi- 
dence which may, in the opinion of 
its medical officers,« be deemed to be 
fraugbt with danger to the health of 
the surrounding community, provision being 
made for the value of such house or houses to 
be determined by arbitration. If such a wise 
law has its being in cities Whose controlling ele- 
ments have (generally speaking) no care for the 
welfare of the poor in pocket, surely a similar 
enactment ought to havea piace on the list of 
ordinances guverning a city in a country where 
no discrimination is tolerated (as regards rights 
aud privileges) between those who possess and 
those who possess not that which constitutes 
worldly riches. 

While we have good reason to be proud of most 

of those magnificent edifices wherein the busi- 
ness of the city is carried on, and also of the 
hundreds of palatial residences which adorn our 
principal avenues and streets. displaying un- 
doubted evidences of wealth and reluement. can 
we say as much of those hovels (they are really 
nothing better) in which most of our working 
class try in vain to find the comforts of a home? 
No, we cannot; on the contrary, these wretched 
apologies for dwellings stand out in gloomy 
contrast with the picture last drawn as eye- 
sores, marring the beauty of this otherwise benu- 
tiful city, and asa glaring evidence of a want 
of philantbropic enterprise therein. When the 
great American philanthropist, the late George 
Peabody, gave a half-million sterling for the 
erection of improved dwellings fer artisans in 
London, it was the opinion of a great many pre- 
tended knowing ones that it would be difficult to 
find tenants enough to fill the buildings when 
tinished, by reason of that class for whose bene- 
fit it was intended preferring to stick to the old 
and to make no room for the new love. When, 
however, the building became au fait accompil 
bow different was the case. Three to one appli- 
cations for quarters therein had been received 
more than there was room tor. This only tends 
to show how fallacious is the opinion generally 
entertained in England of its working class. 
The executurs of this fund little dreamt of 
the undertaking proving a source of 
revenue, which it bas done beyond all expecta- 
tion. Miss Burdett-Coutts and other capitalists, 
not wishing to be outdone in philanthropy by a 
foreigner, above ali a Yankee, gave their hun- 
dreds of thousands for the erection of similar 
buildings, which also have returned a large 
— and have beyond question contributed 
argely to the general good of that metropolis. 
Here is a bint for Chicagoans of a Peabody or 
Coutts inclipation wishing to become im- 
mortalized. Without doubt we have enough 
artisans of stability to support one or two such 
establishments. What a boon they would prove 
if built as they should be with proper regard for 
modern conveniences, and not of the sky-raking 
order, but limited to three stories, where escape 
— — possible event of fire) would be pructi- 
cavnie, 

Do you not think that such an undertaking, in 
company with the adoption of the measure 
hereinbefore indicated, would be taking two 
long steps in the right direction towards the at- 
tainment of the end which ought to be wished 
tor by every one interested in the welfare of 
this city,—perfect sanitary arrangements,—or, 
in short, sanitary perfection?

OFF WITH HIS HEAD. 


A Razor, an Augry Woman, and a 
Frightened Man. 

Shortly before 10 o'clock last night a negro 
with bead apparently hanging from his sboul- 
ders by a narrow strip of skin, and his clothing 
drenched with blood, ran into Mr. Heiland’s 
drug-store atthe corner of Madison and Des- 
plaines streets. He bastily explained that his 
mistress, Jennie Ives, had cut him with a razor 
just a few moments before in W. H. Harris’ 
saloon, at No. 49 Desplaines street. Dr. Baus- 
man, after stanching the flow of blood, set the 
negro’s head fairly on the shoulders, and then 
the wound did not appear anywhere near 
as horrible as it did at first. The edges 
of the wound, which was about three and ond- 
half inches in longth, were siitched together. a 
few pieces of court-plaster and bandages were 
applied, and then the negro was prunounced a 
better man than before, for the reason that 
about a pint and a halt of bis bad blood was ly- 
ing on the sidewalk. It was not until the oper- 
ation was concluded and the t@rritied expression 
had left the man's face that he was recognized 
as a notorious negro named Wintield P. Osborne, 
who has frequently been arrested by the West 
Madison street police upon almost every crimi- 
nal charge from murder down to petit 4— 
For a little over a year he has been livine 
with Jennie Ives in a hovel just north of the 
station. While his wound was being dressed in 
the drug-store, Jennie came in and askedif “a 
coon wid his head cut off bad come in there, 
and when asked who had cut bim sue said it 
was some white woman did it with a razor. 
Lieut. Callahan, who happened to be present at 
the time, arrested Jennie, and she was prompt- 
ly identified by Osborne as the woman who cut 
him. Upon boing locked upin a cell in the 
West Madison Street Station Jennic went into 
hysterics, and, throwing berseif violently against 
the stone walls and flooring, attempted to dash 
herself to death. The woolly crop on her bead 
was pulled out by berm great bandfuils, and 
she tore her face, arms, and legs with her nails. 

It appears that Jeunie bas receutiy taken to 
strong drink. and when she found ber“ man” 

laying cards in Harris’ saloon last night she 
nsisted that he shouid either come bome with 
her or buy ber a glass of beer. He refused to 
do either, and she drewa razor and made two 
separate siashes at bis throat. He caught the 
first blow on his arm, but the clothing alone was 
severed by the biade; the second caught bim 
fullin the throat, and the wonder is that some 
main artery or vein or the wind-pipe was not 
severed.

The Bill Before the Legislature to 
Extend the System. 


Some of the Bonefits to Be Derived from the Enact- 
ment of Such a Law. 


Controller Gurney, as well as Mayor Harrison, 
is an advocate of a general license system, in 
order to increase the city’s revenue from that 
source, and, as a supplement to his recent per- 
sonal appeals to members of the Legislature, be 
has prepared the foliowing circular, many copies 
of which were forwarded to Springtield yester- 
day for distribution. 

To the Honorable, the Gentlemen of the Senate 
and House of Representatives of Illinois; The 
Hon. George E. Adama, Senator from Cook 
County, bas recently presented for your consid- 
eration a bill authorizing cities and other mu- 
nicipal corporations to introduce, for the pur- 
pose of revenue, a system of licenses that shall 
embrace commerce, trades, professions, and oc- 
cupations not now „ excepting in 
rare instances, to the support of such govern- 
ments, 

Aside from the principle involved, that every 
citizen enjoying the immunlites of State or local 
regulations should devote an oe le propor- 
tion ot his means to the general and municipal 
expenditures, itis a fact in the history of the 
City of Chicago that, in the absence of such con- 
tributions, and in the presence of law that de- 
fines the amount of revenue to be derived from 
taxation, we have arrived at a point where seri- 
ous embarrassments are certain, unless relief is 
atforded by the authorizanuon asked for. 

How far the present Revenue law of the State 
may be of unfortunate application to other local 
administrations, we are not prepared to suy; 
neither do we assume that its modification 
would be justifiable, but we only wish to insist 
that every profession, trade, and business 
should be fairiy represented in sources of reve- 
nue. This is not only just in principle, but now 
uu absolute necessity to the maintenance of our 
City Government, as the following representa- 
tions will demoustrate:

It will be readily understood from the forego- 
ing that unless other and additional resources 
are placed at our disposal the only alternative 
remaining for 1882 is to disband the major por- 
tion of our police foree, largely curtail the ex- 
penses of the Fire Department, reduce or dis- 
pense with the consumption of gas, and abandon 
public improvements that are now far from be- 
ing commensurate with absolute necessities, iu- 
duced by the rapidly growing requisitions of 
commerce, merchandise, and industries. It is 
proper in this connection to state that the sav- 
ings for 1880 cannot be duplicated in 1851. We 
must exhaust the entire apprupriation to meet 
imperative claims upon our attention. 

There are other considerations that should 
suggest your favorable action upon the bill be- 

ore you. 

Real estate and visible property have, in the 
past, borne an unequal burden of taxation. In 
communities where the limitations of aw will 
be sufticier® for municipal expenditures, this in- 
equality will be materially lessened, if it is m- 
sisted that every department of business activ- 
ities shall be called upon for a just proportion 
of their responsibilities. It is not justifiable 
that persons engaged in the professions, trades, 
and other callings, should escape from aiding in 
the maintenance of laws that alone make their 
occupation of any value.

THE EFFECT OF SUCH A. LAW. 

In conversing withanother city offcial, whose 
views are the same as Mr. Gurney’s, a TRIBUNE 
reporter was told this: 

In communities where the 2 per cent tax 
levy supports the Government the licenses 
would take off just so much of the real and per- 
sonal property taxes. For instance, suppose the 
tax levy for Chicago was $2,542.000,—2 per cent 
on the present valuation,—and that was suffi- 
cient to pay allthe expenses. If the licenses 
yielded $1,000,000, only $1,442,000 would have to 
be raised from real and personal property. The 
time will come when the valuation will go up, 
and then the 2 per cent will yield enough to meet 
expenses; but this license system would reduce 
taxation.”

That would be the ultimate result.“ 

Could not many who pay no taxes whatever 
now, or a very small amount, be reached by the 


new plan?’

RESCUE OF THE BATAVIA, 
The Fine Old Time Which the Captain 
of the Columbia Had Towing the 

Great Ship. 

HALIFAX, N. S., Feb. 14.~—The Anchor Line 
steamship Columbia arrived here to-day, and 
reports that on the 2th of January had a 
stormy northeast gale and high sea, the ship 
rolling heavily and shipping water. At 8:08 
o'clock a. m. sighted the Batavia flying signals; 
inguired what assistance was wanted, and was 


- answered, want to be towed to Queenstown. 


Agreed to do so, and got a hawser on board at 
10:30 o'clock a. m.; a four and a balf inch wire 
coachea to fifteen fathoms of cable (port); 
broke the same at 2 p. m., and gave him our thir- 
teen-inch hawser, and his wire was again made 
fast with cable, and broke both: asked him to 
give steam cabic; got it up and hauled nearly on 
board when the night closed in: thought it ad- 
visable to cast clear for the night for the safety 
of both ships, agreeing to begin the attempt of 
towuge in the morning to Fayal in preference to 
Queenstown. Ascertained from nd-Officer 
Williams, who was sent on board, that the Bata- 
via bad her machinery disabled and was quite 
helpless. The Captain sent word by the Second 
Officer not to leave him, but stand by\and see 
him into some place of safety; 1 agredd. The 
wind decreased, but the sea ran high, causing 
both ships to run their gunwales under: occa- 
sionally there was great risk to the boat and 
crew running the line between the two ships. 
Ats a. m. the weather was cloudy, with a light 
northeast wind and a heavy swell. The 

of the ship at noon was lafitude 47 deg. 90 
min., longitude 31 deg. 54 min., distance from 
Fayal 32 miles, south and west- half - west. 

On the night of Sunday, the 30th, there was a 
high northeast wind, a heavy swell, and the ship 
was rolling. We steamed alongside the Batavia 
to get the towing-wgear on board, received ninety 
feet of the chain of the port bow cable, and 
brought on board port quarter starboard side 
four-and-a-half-inch wire attached to an eight- 
inch manila hawser. At s o'clock a. m. began 
towing tor Payul, steering 8. 17 W. mag., the 
Batavia carrying all square sail forward. At 10 
a. m. wind light, swell less, beavy, cloudy 
weather, barometer 29.25; noon, light 
wind, weather cloudy; afternoon, light norta- 
east wind, and heavy sea runumg: at 4:30 the 
steam-chain parted, and at 6:15 the port bawser 
parted, the engines were gone slow.

4 deg. 53 min.; had made thirty-two miles since

ALLEGED ADULTERY. 


The Case of Ex-Policeman Daly and 
Mrs. Parilameat. 8 

James R. Daly, an ex- other of the police 
force, and Mrs. Parliament were on examina- 
tion at Justice Brayton's Court yesterday after- 
noon on the charge of living in open adultery. 
An account of the arrest of the defendants has 
already appeared in Tun Trisune. Defend- 
ants’ attorney stated that Mrs. Parliament was 
unable to appear in court on account of severe 
iliness. Daly was on hand, and the examination 
was proceeded with. 

Alonzo Parliament, husband of the woman in 
the case, and a carriage-maker by trade, testi- 
fied that Daly was first introduced into his fam- 
ily by Mrs. Parliament against the witness’ will, 
and rented a room of them. They were living 
on South Dearborn street at the time. Daly 
made Mrs. Parliament a present of a $40 sacque, 
and she used to wear it to matinées, where she 
met Daly. Upon learning of the relations exist- 
ing between his wife and Daly, the witness, last 
August, left Mrs. Parliament. He bad seen ber 
subsequently at the Exposition attending a 
weighing- scale, and saw Daly stoop over 
and whisper in her ear and tickle her 
under the chin. Later on he bad heard of their 
visiting Italian saloons together, and Daly final- 
ly bought a laundry at No. 16 West Van Buren 
street, placed Mrs. Parliament imit, and the pair 
occupied apartments there tugether. On one oc- 
casion he had seen them occupying the same 
couch. 

Another witness testified that be had scen 
them in the same bed, and when they were dis- 
turbed the woman arose en dishabilie. 

Mr. Clark, from whom Daly purchased the 
laundry, testified that Mrs. Parliament was 
called Mrs. Daly by Daly when the negotiations 
were in progress, and he inferred they were man 
and wife. The real Mrs. Daly, the abandoned 
wife of the defendant, was shown to the witness 
and asked if she was the person who accom- 
panied Daly to the laundry, and be said she was 
pot. 

Mrs. Daly proper was placed on the witness 
Stand and swore that she married Daly twelve 
years ago, and two years ago, when he nad 
broken up a family named Boyle on the West 
Side, and led Mrs. Boyle astray so that der 
husband abandoned her, the defendant 
left her to take care of herself and 
their only child. On one cccasion 
when she had called at Mrs. Parliameat's to set- 
tle some business with ber (Mrs. Daly's) husband 
about the support oftheir child she discovered 
Mrs. P. and Daly together under peculiar cir- 
cumstances. She bad understood that they 
wore living together at the laundry on West Van 
Buren street. 

Constable McLinden testified to the arrest of 
the defendants a week ago, finding Mrs. Parlia- 
ment in her night-clothes in a room adjoin 
an apartment where there was a bed which bac 
evidently been occupied but a moment before 
he entered. It wus the oniy bed in the place, 
and Daly and Mrs. Parliament were the only 
persons there. 

The attorney for the defense endeavored to 
show that Daly had not cohabited with Mrs. Par- 
liament as alleged, and the witnesses for the 
prosecution were cross-examined accordingly.

THE PARTY AT PANAMA. 
The French Engineers Preparing to 
Grapple with Their Great Project. 
Special Dispatch to the Cincinnati Gazette. 

PANAMA, Feb, 5.—The French engineers, lately 
arrived to commence the surveys and make 
other preliminary preparations for the inaugu- 
ration of the actual work on the Panama Canal, 
have been actively emploved during the weck. 
The formalities in the way of official visiting 
were made as brief as possible, and the work of 
organizing surveying parties was at once put in 
hand. Various flying visits to different portions 
of the proposed route have been made by mem- 
bers of the surveying parties, and a cursory look 
taken of their field of future operations. 

Evidently the prospect at a nearer view is not 
so exhilarat ug as it was made to appear to them 
over their eau sucreinaPariscafé. Aithough 
nota murmur of dismay or discontent is heard 
among them as to the engineering work itself. 
orof any hardships, discomfort, or risks to be 


encountered in its prosecution, other circum- 


stances have contributed materially to the d- 
gust of the party. The landlords have advanced 
their rents to unconscionabie figures, 

Provisions are over 100 per cent dearer than 
formerly, and board at the principal hotel, the 
only French hotel in the plage, is so expensive 
that the mere matter of @xistence makes a 
tremendous drain on tae slender salaries. Five 
hundred francs per month may appear a re- 
spectabie salary in France, but in Panama, with 
board at $3 per day, the prospect of comfortor 
profit for the canal employés is reduced to an 
impossibility. 

These are, however, but temporary evils, 
which cast buta passing shadow over the joyous 
spirits of the younger members of the party, 
who look forward to the certainty in afew 
months of comfortable quarters of their own in 
a house built for the purpose by the Canal Com- 
pany. O-ders for frame houses to be built in 
the United States and brought bere in sections 
have gone forward, and in a short time the canal 
people willhave a town of their oon wherein 
they may practice to their heart's content the 
economies to which they were accustomed in 
France. The wages offered to common iaborers, 
of whom very few are required at present, are 
$2) per month, with board and lodging. The 
supply is abundant as yet at that price, though 
many of the men who bave applied for employ- 
ment express their decided preference for sup- 
piying themselves with food and accom- 
modations, and have the amount which 
tLese are supposed to represent 
in thef Canat Company's calcula- 
tion paid to them in cash. As the company u- 
tends erecting large and comfortable quarters 
for their common laborers as well as the.r engi- 
neers and ped poe employés, it is possible. that 
these terms of service will not be changed to 
suit the men’s views, the object of the company 
being to separate them from upleasant and 
unwholesome surroundings, and supply them 
with better food than they would buy were they 
loft to themselves, in order to increase their 
efficiency as laborers, and to maintain a higher 
savitary condition among them. 

The surveying parties are ready for the field, 
and will begin to work next week. A building 
has been obtained for the general office, and the 
work of preparing it for occupation is in pro- 
gress. Itis one of the largest houses in the 
city, and was formerly occupied by the Pacitic 
Mail Company. 

The beafth of the city is announced as good, no 
small-pox or vellow-fever being reported,
